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PREFACE 


The present volume of The Catalogue of Byzantine Seals reached completion more 
than two years after the death of Professor Nicolas Oikonomides. As this volume is 
the product of three authors, some explanation of each one’s contribution 1s in order. 


As to the first section of the volume, on the seals of the eastern frontiers, 
Professor Oikonomides identified the seals to be published and grouped them by 
geographical designation. He read and transcribed the seals, and began the com- 
mentary, which was complete in some cases and preliminary in others. To complete 
this section, Eric McGeer verified the readings of the seals and edited the existing 
commentary, and went on to develop the work left unfinished. This involved con- 
ducting further research on parts of the commentary, bringing the bibliography up to 
date, and recording parallel specimens published in other catalogues. The helpful 
observations and suggestions offered by the two anonymous readers are gratefully 
acknowledged. It is to be hoped that the final product is worthy of Professor 
Oikonomides’ scholarly reputation, and that it reflects the esteem in which his col- 
leagues held him. 


John Nesbitt and Nicolas Oikonomides identified the seals published in chap- 
ters V and VI on Constantinople. John Nesbitt established the order of presentation, 
verified the readings, and added commentary and bibliography. Nicolas Oikonomides 
wrote portions of Chapter VII. John Nesbitt verified the readings, smoothed the 
English, and brought the bibliography up to date. Nicolas Oikonomides wrote the 
final section, Chapter VIII, on uncertain readings. John Nesbitt edited this chapter. 
For the most part he left it as Nicolas Oikonomides wrote it, but in a few instances 
he deleted, modified, or corrected passages where dictated by the emergence of new 
information. 


We wish to express here our thanks to Glenn Ruby’ for designing the pages, 
Chris Dunham for constructing the maps, and David Topping for composing the 
volume. 
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Chapter I 


Chapters I through IV of this volume completes the publication of the seals from the eastern fron- 
tiers, which began with Chapter III of DOSeals 4. The seals published here bear the names of 
districts, towns, churches, and monasteries located along and beyond the southeastern reaches of 
the Byzantine Empire. A few of these seals date from the VIth and VIIth centuries, before the Arabs 
overran Egypt, Palestine, Syria, and eastern Anatolia, but the majority of the seals were struck 
between 950 and 1100, the period that saw the Byzantines make a concerted effort to conquer and 
control Cilicia and northern Syria. These seals preserve an important record of the Byzantine 
administrative system in the conquered territories, especially with regard to the governors of Antioch, 
virtually the eastern capital of the empire from 969 until 1084, and of the Greek Orthodox churches 
and monasteries in the Holy Land, which endured through the ebb and flow of Roman, Arab, Byz- 
antine, Crusader, and Turkish domination. 

Our presentation of seals of the eastern frontiers is now complemented by Cheynet’s useful 
booklet of seals selected from the Zacos Collection (cf. Cheynet, Collection Zacos). For detailed 
maps of the regions covered in this section of the volume, the reader is referred to the Barrington 
Atlas, maps 65-70. 


CILICIA 


From the late VIIIth century onwards, the Arabs had occupied Cilicia as their defensive bulwark 
against Byzantium and as a base for expeditions into Byzantine Anatolia: see C. E. Bosworth, “The 
City of Tarsus and the Arab-Byzantine Frontiers in Early and Middle Abbasid Times,” Oriens 33 
(1992): 268-86. Once the Byzantines had secured the areas of Melitene (934) and Samosata (958) 
to the north, they turned to the conquest of Cilicia, which fell to the emperor Nikephoros Phokas by 
965. As in the case of Melitene and other newly conquered territories, the seals from Cilicia show 
the installation of military commanders (strategoi, katepans) in the towns, and the swift conversion 
of the vacated lands into imperial curatories, both to secure their revenues for the crown, and to 
block their acquisition by powerful magnates (cf. DOSeals 4.68, and Howard-Johnston, “Crown 
Lands,” 86-93). Cilicia remained under Byzantine authority until 1085. See Hild-Hellenkemper, 
Kilikien und Isaurien, 34-62; ODB 1:462-63. 


1. ANABARZA 


Anabarza (also Anazarba, modern Turkish Anavarza) lies northeast of Tarsos and Adana. The heavily 
fortified town was taken by Nikephoros Phokas early in 962 and occupied by the Byzantines after 
964. Anabarza became the seat of a strategos and remained under Byzantine control until the late 
XIth century. See M. Gough, “Anazarbus,” Anatolian Studies 2 (1952): 85—150; Hild-Hellenkemper, 
Kilikien und Isaurien, 178-85; Dagron-Feissel, Jnscriptions de Cilicie, 157-85; ODB 1:90. 
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An XIth-century seal (discussed by Seibt, Bleisiegel, 261) indicates that command of Anabarza, 
Mamistra (Mopsuestia), and Adana was on occasion united. For a list of strategoi of Anabarza, see 
Cheynet, Collection Zacos, 16. 

The parakoimomenos Basil Lekapenos is reported to have acquired vast and flourishing estates 
in the region of Anabarza, which would otherwise have been transformed into crown lands (Skylitzes, 
311-12; Howard-Johnston, “Crown Lands,” 92—93); his deposition and the confiscation of his prop- 
erties by Basil I] in 985 exemplify the determination of the emperors to retain direct control of the 


conquered territories.

As noted, specimen (b) is overstruck. The remnants of the first strike appear along the lower 
edge of the reverse, where the following large letters can be distinguished: M|.AATHC|ANAORP 
i.e., UW... [otpatn|AGtye [tic] “Ava(toAtjc) 6 Bp|vévvtioc? |. It would appear that an XIth-century 
stratelates of the East, based in Antioch, possibly named Bryennios (we note that a Bryennios Vatatzes 
is attested as stratelates of the West in the XIth century: N. Mouchmov, “Un nouveau boullotirion 
byzantin,” Byzantion 4 [1927/28]: 190; on the early history of the Bryennios family of the XIth c., 
see Seibt, Bleisiegel, no. 102), sent a sealed letter to his subordinate the strategos of Anabarza, who 
afterwards reused the attached seal for his own correspondence. 

Cheynet has published two seals of a Basil Trichinopodes protospatharios, hypatos, and strategos 
of Anabarza (Collection Zacos, nos. 4a and b). The reading of the family name on these seals is 
certain, and Cheynet has suggested that our two seals belong to the same man. We are reluctant to 
accept this identification, however, as the lettering of the family name on our seals cannot be recon- 
ciled with the lettering of the name on Cheynet’s specimens. We therefore retain our restored read- 


ing Triklinios. 


3. MAMISTRA (MOPSUESTIA) 


2. GERMANIKEIA 


Germanikeia (today Maras) is located in the Antitaurus range northeast of Tarsos and Adana. Its 
strategic position on the eastern approaches to Cilicia made the town a prime target in the Arab- 
Byzantine wars. Taken and destroyed by the Arabs during the first wave of invasions (possibly in 
637, no later than 656), Germanikeia was recovered by the Byzantines in 683, and thereafter changed 
hands several times before being conquered by Nikephoros Phokas in 962. See DHGE 20, cols. 
943-60; ODB 2:845. 


2.1 (The monastery or diaconate of) St. Constantine of Germanikeia (VII c.)

Oby. Bust of an emperor, no doubt St. Constantine, wearing a crown surmounted by a small cross 
and holding a globus (r. hand) with the Christogram 4 on top (r. hand). No epigraphy visible. 
Wreath border.

Laurent proposed a different (erroneous) reading, Kovotavt(tvov) [t]od Pepu[a]vixiov, as he 
interpreted the last word as the epithet Pepuavikdc used by Roman emperors. He dated the seal to 
the VII/VIII c., and listed it under the diaconates of Constantinople. 

It is our opinion, however, based on a secure reading, that this seal represents the sole attesta- 
tion of a monastery or diaconate of St. Constantine of Germanikeia. For purposes of dating, features 
of the portrait on the obverse invite comparison with contemporary coins, particularly with a soli- 
dus issued by Heraclius (type IV A[d], in DOC 2.1:259, illustrated on Plate IX). The hairstyle, with 
the sides curling upwards, and the globus cruciger held in the right hand, correspond with the same 
hairstyle and globus cruciger displayed by our seal. If Grierson’s proposed dating of the coin (636/ 
37?) is correct, then our seal would have been struck shortly before Germanikeia fell to the Arabs in 
the mid-VIIth century. On the relationship of this seal to the cult of St. Constantine, see the study by 
J. W. Nesbitt, “Alexander the Monk’s text of Helena’s discovery of the Cross (BHG 410),” in Byzan- 
tine Authors: Literary Activities and Preoccupations (Leiden, 2003), 39. 


3. MAMISTRA (MOPSUESTIA) 


Mamistra (better known as Mopsuestia; today called Misis) was the third great town in the Cilician 
plain after Tarsos and Adana. Upon its capture by the Byzantines in July 965, Mamistra became the 
seat of a strategos (Listes, 359); a seal published by Cheynet indicates that the town became the seat 
of a katepano in the middle of the XIth century (“Sceaux byzantins,” no. 55). Mamistra remained 


under Byzantine control until 1072 when, along with Tarsos, it was taken over by Philaretos 
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Brachamios. See Hild-Hellenkemper, Kilikien und Isaurien, 351-59; Dagron-Feissel, /nscriptions 
de Cilicie, 129-56; ODB 2:1408; and Todt, “Region,” 397-98.

The unusual abbreviation of the personal name makes the identification of the seal’s owner 
problematic. A letter is missing at the beginning of the second line of the reverse, and no abbrevia- 
tion sign can be found after the second letter in the line (€ ). The most likely solution is [A]é(ovtt), 
but [O]e(od@pm), corresponding to the saint depicted on the obverse, or [IT]é(tp@), are also pos- 
sible. 
Where the placename is concerned, we read the broken letter in the fourth line as M rather than 
as K, and we discern the remains of aT at the beginning of the fifth line. We therefore consider the 
reading Mapiotpac reasonably secure, although the possibility remains that we are dealing with a 


family name. 
4, POMPEIOUPOLIS 


Pompeioupolis of Cilicia (also known as Soloi) is today Viransehir, a few kilometers southwest of 
Mersin. The town is identified as a suffragan bishopric of Tarsos in 381 and again in 691, but it was 
afterwards raised to the rank of metropolis (without suffragans), no later than the middle of the [Xth 
century on the evidence of the seal published below. We suggest that this elevation in rank was in 
response to the fate of Tarsos, which was ruined during the VIIth century and rebuilt as an Arab 
military base after the year 830. Permanent Arab occupation of Tarsos may in turn have compelled 
the Byzantines to transfer the duties of the metropolitanate to Pompeioupolis and to promote the 
bishop to metropolitan. See Hild-Hellenkemper, Kilikien und Isaurien, 381-82; Dagron-Feissel, 
Inscriptions de Cilicie, 57-63; Laurent, Corpus 5.2:385; list of prelates in Fedalto, HEO 2:759. 
As Laurent noted, the seal below cannot belong to Pompeioupolis of Paphlagonia since this 


see did not reach the rank of metropolis until the last years of the Xth century.

Features of the seal allow for a slightly different and closer dating than those given by Laurent 
and Zacos-Veglery. The wreath border and double loop B point to a date no later than the first half 
of the [Xth century. The aniconic character of the seal suggests that 1t was struck between 815 and 
843, during the second wave of iconoclasm. The metropolitan John is otherwise unattested, as the 
revised date of the seal confirms Laurent’s opinion that this John cannot be identified with the 


archbishop John of Pompeioupolis, who attended the Eighth Oecumenical Council in 869-70. 





5. TARSOS 


Tarsos was the most wealthy and powerful of the towns in the Cilician plain, and from the early 
[Xth century it had served as the main base for Arab raids into Byzantine territory. “Accursed 
Tarsos” was therefore the principal objective in Nikephoros Phokas’s eastern campaigns, and his 
capture of the town in August 965 completed the Byzantine conquest of Cilicia. See C. E. Bosworth, 
“Abu ‘Amr ‘Uthman Al-Tarsusi’s Styar al-Thughur and the Last Years of Arab Rule in Tarsus (Fourth/ 
Tenth Century),” Graeco-Arabica 5 (1993): 183-95. 

Tarsos and its environs were immediately converted into an imperial kouratoreia to ensure 
crown exploitation and control. The town also became the seat of a strategos commanding a large 
contingent of cavalry (5,000 according to Bar Hebraeus, 170-71; cf. Listes, 355). The strategos of 
Tarsos was later placed under the authority of the doux of Antioch once this city fell to the Byzantines 
in 969 (Kiihn, Armee, 170-71). As Byzantine power in the east disintegrated after 1071, control of 
Tarsos (and Cilicia) was granted to Armenian chieftains, including Abelgharib Artsrouni (cf. Seyrig, 
no. 40) and Philaretos Brachamios. A strategos of Syriac origin, Theodore Marchapsabos, hypatos 
and strategos of Tarsos, is known from a late XIth-century seal published in Speck-Sode, Berlin IJ, 
no. 385 (for further references to this family, see Seibt-Zarnitz, no. 4.1.2, and Cheynet, “Sceaux 
byzantins,” nos. 22, 74, 75). 

The civil and financial administration is attested by surviving seals of kouratores of Tarsos 


(including our three published below). These are listed by Howard-Johnston, “Crown Lands,” 90 
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and n. 46; one more may now be added (Braunlin-Nesbitt, “Thirteen Seals,” no. 11). The seal of 
another imperial financial official (a basilikos) of Tarsos is found in Zacos, Seals II, no. 108. A 
number of XIth century seals record officials who combined the office of kourator of Tarsos with 
duties in Seleukeia and Constantinople (nos. 5.1 and 5.3 below). A seal from the second half of the 
XIth century, of a Theophylaktos (?) Romaios, judge of Seleukeia and grand kourator of Tarsos (see 
our 6.20 below), indicates an effort to centralize the management of imperial estates in the region. 

Tarsos was the seat of a metropolitan subordinate to the patriarch of Antioch; see Laurent, 
Corpus 5.2:369, and Fedalto’s list of metropolitans in HEO 2:754—-55. The depiction of St. Paul on 


the seals of metropolitans of Tarsos (cf. no. 5.5) recalls the apostle’s birthplace.

The meaning of the term miotiKdc and the unusual combination of offices on this seal are not 
easily explained. In documentary sources the word pistikos refers to a person authorized to exploit 
a resource (usually a ship) belonging to another party (see B. A. Panchenko, “BaoA1koc Ito t1Kdc,” 
IRAIK 7 [1902]: 40-55, and ODB 3:1680-81). An official known as the basilikos pistikos, whose 
functions are not clear, is named on seals dating from the VIIIth to the early Xth centuries (cf. 
Zacos-Veglery, nos. 2328, 2376, 2617, and Zacos, Seals II, no. 99). A [Xth-century seal, published 
by Laurent, Corpus 2: no. 489, records an official enrolled in the service of the dromos or public 


post, the basilikos pistikos ton oxeon, but this office is not found after this time (the reading of

Laurent’s no. 490, a basilikos spatharokandidatos and pistikos ton oxeon, dated to the Xth century, 
is too uncertain to be accepted). 

We propose that on our seal, securely dated to the XIth century, the term pistikos is synony- 
mous with ek prosopou. Three XIth century seals found in Laurent, Corpus 2: nos. 480, 481, and 
482, lend support to this proposal; the first two belonged to a John, protospatharios and ek prosopou 
ton oxeon, and the third to a Constantine, spatharokandidatos and ek prosopou ton oxeon. But where 
John and Constantine were representatives or deputies in the service of the dromos, the Andrew of 
our seal was already an imperial notarios ton oxeon; it would appear in his case that 1n this capacity 
he was (temporarily) entrusted with a particular mission or task relating to the dromos in Cilicia, 
which he was to carry out in conjunction with his duties as kourator of Tarsos. Ours is not the only 
mention of a pistikos in the XIth century; see also the seal of a basilikos kandidatos and pistikos 
noted in Speck-Sode, Berlin H, no. 132, on p. 308, and dated to the first half of the XIth century.

A Constantine Helladikos took part in the failed coup of Constantine Doukas in 913 (Skylitzes, 
198—99); our seal 1s a rare attestation of the family name at a later date. The combination of kourator 
of Tarsos with other offices or titles held in Seleukeia appears on two other XIth-century seals: 
Braunlin-Nesbitt, “Thirteen Seals,” no. 11; and SBS 3 (1993): 192, no. 1019 = Seibt-Zarnitz, no. 
Deel.

The inscription consists of two dodecasyllabic verses. The owner of this seal is well known, 
and Laurent assigned his tenure as metropolitan of Tarsos to the years between 1060 and 1080. The 
depiction of Sts. Peter and Paul is a noteworthy variation on the iconography normally found on the 
seals of Tarsiot metropolitans, which show the apostle Paul only (cf. Laurent, Corpus 5.2: nos. 
1537-40; SBS 6 [1999]: 117, 133, 142, 158).

This seal “‘of the church of Tarsos” is one of several bearing this type of anonymous inscription (cf. 
our nos. 6.27, 9.17, and 9.18 below). To the examples listed and discussed by N. Oikonomides, “The: 
Anonymous Seal,” SBS 4 (1995): 77-79, we add a seal “of the holy church of the city of Emesa,” 
published by J. W. Nesbitt, “Byzantine Lead Seals from the Vicinity of the Governor’s Palace and Ware- 
house,” in Caesarea Papers, ed. K. Holum, A. Raban, and J. Patrich (Portsmouth, R.I., 1999), 2: no. 10: 
(with bibliography), and a seal “of the church of Theoupolis (= Antioch),” in Cheynet, “Sceaux byzantins,” 
no. 62. We agree with Oikonomides’ suggestion that such seals were issued when the metropolitan was 


absent from his see or when the episcopal throne was vacant. 
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Chapter II 
THE SYRIAN FRONTIER 
6. SELEUKEIA 


Seleukeia is modern Silifke, on the southern coast of Turkey. Situated along the Arab frontier, 
Seleukeia was initially part of the maritime theme of the Kibyrrhaiotai, with a naval detachment 
commanded by a droungarios (cf. no. 4 below). After the VIIIth century, when the Arabs took full 
control of Cilicia, the region of Seleukeia was reorganized for the defense of the Byzantine border- 
lands and became an administrative and military kleisoura, attested as such in the first half of the 
[Xth century (our nos. 9-15 below). Seleukeia was subsequently elevated to the rank of theme by 
Romanos Lekapenos sometime between 927 and 934: see De Them., 77; Hild-Hellenkemper, Kilikien 
und Isaurien, 402-6; Listes, 350; ODB 3:1866. | 

Like most of the eastern provinces of long standing, Seleukeia contained an imperial domain 
(episkepsis) managed by imperial supervisors (episkeptitai; see Sig., 271, no. 4; Zacos, Seals II, 
nos. 729, 899; and Laurent, Orghidan, no. 232), as opposed to the system of kouratoreiai set up in 
the newly conquered territories further to the east. The seals of XIth century administrators based in 
Seleukeia with duties in adjacent Tarsos have already been noted (see no. 5.3 above). It is evident 
from the seals of kommerkiarioi (cf. our nos. 16—19 below) that its connections by land and sea 
made Seleukeia a center for the importation and distribution of silk, as noted in the Book of the 
Prefect, 5.1. 

Seleukeia was the seat of a metropolitan subordinate to the patriarch of Antioch until the early 
VILth century, when it was placed under the authority of the patriarch of Constantinople by Leo the 
Isaurian, before reverting to Antiochene jurisdiction after 969: Laurent, Corpus 5.2:376; to the list 
of metropolitans in Fedalto, HEO 2:861, should now be added Nikephoros, named by an XIth- 
century seal found in Zacos, Seals II, no. 638, and a parallel specimen published by Cheynet, “Sceaux 
byzantins,’ no. 68. These two seals bear the image of St. Thekla, whose shrine was located just 


south of the town of Seleukeia.

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century Seleukeia formed part of the maritime theme of the Kibyrrhaiotai and provided a naval 
contingent under the command of a droungarios.

403. Another seal, of uncertain reading, is attributed to a droungarios of Seleukeia named Constantine; 
see SBS 3 (1993): 195.

The placename could also be restored as Le[Baotetac], but we prefer Seleukeia as there is no 
indication that Sebasteia constituted a separate administrative unit in the [Xth century. There are 
objections to our reading, however, principally the presence of an epoptes in a kleisoura, and the

The word gaBp1é, from Latin fabrica, is well attested in the meaning of “arms factory”; see H. 
Hofmann, Die lateinischen Woérter im Griechischen bis 600 n. Chr. (Erlangen-Niirnberg, 1989), 
450-51. The depiction of the Virgin with the medallion before her points to a date no later than the 
first half of the VIlth century, and so it is tempting to connect the existence of an arms factory with 
the temporary establishment of an imperial mint in Seleukia in 615/16, at a time when the emperor 
Heraclius was compelled to relocate his military forces and administration in reaction to the Per- 
sian invasions. See Hendy, Monetary Economy, 416, 633. 

The depiction of the Mother of God on a seal of an arms factory also suggests that the seal was 
struck in a period when the protection of the empire was increasingly linked with the intercession of 
the Virgin. The growth of her cult 1s particularly evident in the reign of Heraclius; for a study of the 
emergence of the Virgin in the role of protectress, see A. Cameron, “The Theotokos in Sixth-Century 
Constantinople. A City Finds its Symbol,’ Journal of Theological Studies, n.s., 29 (1978): 79-108.

The reading of this seal is certain. At first sight it presents a case where the owner leased a 
lucrative provincial post (judge of Seleukeia) while carrying out the more important office of grand 
kourator in the capital. But before we assume that Theophylaktos administered the province of 
Seleukeia through a representative, while he himself remained in Constantinople, a republished 
seal (Stavrakos, Bleisiegel Athen, no. 223 = Konstantopoulos, no. 147a) opens another possibility. 
This seal likewise bears a bust of the Archangel Michael on the obverse; two lines are missing on 
the reverse, but the following lines read [k]pity L[eA]evKetac [(Kai)] w(e)y(GA@) Kovpatop(t) 
Tapood t@ ‘Papate. It is very likely that the owner of the Athens seal is the Theophylaktos Romaios 
of our specimen, in which case the title of grand kourator applies to Tarsos.

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7. DEKAPOLIS 


In his description of the coastal theme of Seleukeia, Constantine VII identified Dekapolis as the region 
lying to the interior and listed the ten towns located there, hence “Dekapolis” (De Them., 77; see also 
Hild-Hellenkemper, Kilikien und Isaurien, 235-36; ODB 2:1014). The towns enumerated are found to 
the north and northwest of Seleukeia, and were listed among the suftragans of the metropolitan of Seleukeia 
of Isauria/Pamphylia (cf. Barrington Atlas, map 66; Darrouzes, Notitiae 7, p. 283; 10, p. 337). Itis clear 
from the seals that this interior region had its own local administration, distinct from that of the coastal 
regions of Isauria and Seleukeia, and its own kommerkiarios (Konstantopoulos, no. 172c.); note also the 
seal of George patrikios and general kommerkiarios of the apotheke of Isauria and Dekapolis (Likhachev, 
Molivdovuly, LXXIV.7, p. 230), which we date to the reign of Justinian II, in the indiction years 690-92. 
A seal of Theophanes apo eparchon, of the apotheke ton andrapodon of Dekapolis (696-97), is pub- 
lished by Cheynet in Collection Zacos, no. 26.

9. ANTIOCH 


The Byzantines regarded Antioch (today Antakya) as the third city in the world (Leo diac., 73; ODB 
1:113-—16). The largest city in northern Syria, Antioch was the ultimate objective of Nikephoros 
Phokas’s campaigns, finally capitulating to the Byzantines in October 969. Until it was perma- 
nently lost after 1084 (first to the Turks, then to the Crusaders in 1098), Antioch was the military 
and administrative center from which the Byzantines governed their eastern possessions. The city 
became the seat of a doux or katepano (Listes, 354; Kiihn, Armee, 170-71), who sometimes com- 
bined the office of governor with that of domestikos of the Orient or acted as the emperor’s plenipo- 
tentiary in the east (see DOSeals 3, nos. 99.5 and 99.11; Seyrig, no. 159). 

A list of the governors of Antioch from 969 until 1084 was first compiled by Laurent, 
“Gouverneurs d’Antioche.” Revised lists of governors and prosopographical studies have since 


appeared in Kiihn, Armee, 170-81; Seyrig, 114; Cheynet, Collection Zacos, 22-23; idem, “Ducs 
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d’Antioche”; and Todt, “Region,” 284-339. We present here a list assembled from these publica- 
tions, noting recently published seals of known governors of Antioch, and adding a previously 
unattested name (9.1 below; see also 9.2). The names of persons identified as doux or katepano of 
Antioch are listed where the evidence suggests when the person held the office, but in many cases it 


is difficult to assign precise dates and to determine the correct sequence of the list.

9 ANTIOCH 


A number of seals demonstrate that in the area of Antioch was established a system of kouratoreiai 
that existed for some time (cf. nos. 10—12 below; Cheynet has published two seals of grand kourators 
of Antioch in Collection Zacos, nos. 8 and 9). The presence of a basilikos, responsible for supervis- 
ing imperial kouratoreiai, is attested as early as 975 (see Yahya, 373). The commercial role of the 
city is attested by the seals of kommerkiarioi (Sig., 312; Konstantopoulos, Stamoules, no. 74; Cheynet, 
Collection Zacos, no. 6). 

The regional authority of the bishop of Antioch was recognized at the Council of Nicaea in 
325. After the Arabs took the city in 638, the ecclesiastical districts outside Muslim control passed 
under the authority of Constantinople, but were restored to Antiochene authority after 969. See 
Laurent, Corpus 5.2:349-50; ODB |:116—17. For a list of Antiochene patriarchs in the Xth—XIth c., 
see V. Grumel, “Le patriarcat et les patriarches d’ Antioche sous la seconde domination byzantine, 
969-1084,” EO 33 (1934): 129-47; see now Todt, “Region,” 639-774, and idem, “Patriarchat von

The identification of the Constantine on this seal is problematic. Several Constantines gov- 
erned Antioch in the first half of the XIth century: Constantine Dalassenos (ca. 1024—25), Constantine 
Karantenos (1029-30), and Constantine the eunuch brother of Michael IV (1037/38), but the epig- 
raphy (¥) and the title protokouropalates rule out the identification of our Constantine with any of 
these persons. Titles composed with npwto- begin to appear well into the second half of the XIth 
century, and the title protokouropalates is first attested in dated sources shortly before 1082 (Listes, 
293, n. 32), but from 1072 on the list of governors allows little room for a new name (see list 
above). In our opinion, the seal does refer to Great Antioch and to a governor whose tenure was 
very brief, not unlike many of the governors recorded in our list. It is not impossible that the seal 
designates another Antioch, perhaps Antioch of Pisidia, but we see no geographic or strategic rea- 


son for the elevation of another Antioch to the status of a duchy.

Zacos-Veglery did not decipher the third line of the reverse and concluded that Nikephoros was 
doux of Edessa in Makedonia. We must stress that despite partial erasure the word Beoty in the first 
part of line 4 of the obverse is legible from the traces of letters left on the original. The second part of 
line 4 on the reverse is also effaced: here the traces are not as clear, but they do not stand in the way 
of the proposed reading |’A]vtt{oy(etac)], based on the surviving letters of the beginning of the line. 

Nikephoros Botaneiates, the future Nikephoros III (1078-81), is known to have been doux of 
Antioch in 1067-68 (Laurent, “Gouverneurs d’ Antioche,” 246, no. 28), but by that time he already 
had the superior title of proedros (from at least 1062). The present specimen, on which his highest 
title is magistros, must therefore date from before 1062 and attests a previously unknown tenure as 
governor of Antioch. Our seal also indicates that Botaneiates should be added to the list established 
by V. Arutiunova,“Vizantiiskie praviteli Edessy v XI v.,’ VizVrem 35 (1973): 137-53 (now revised 
by Cheynet, Collection Zacos, 59; see also DOSeals 4.73.1 and 73.2) of the Byzantine governors of 
Edessa. For Botaneiates’ cursus honorum, see Zacos-Veglery, 1463-65; Todt, “Region,” 306-15. 

The present seal is problematic. Some words are almost systematically erased (as noted above) 
and it so happens that in these words two difficulties arise. The chronology of Botaneiates’ gover- 
norship of Antioch is one; the other lies in the title vestes followed by vestarches. This sequence, to 
our knowledge unique, does not make sense, since vestarches 1s the head of the vestai (Listes, 294, 


299) and so should be mentioned first. The resolution of these problems awaits further evidence.

LXXXI, no. 9, names 
Michael Kontostephanos kouropalates and doux, and bears the image of St. Demetrios on the ob- 
verse, in all likelihood the saint depicted on our specimen here. This change of iconography is 
unusual but not without a contemporary parallel, as the seals of Romanos Skleros reveal a change 


of patron saint from St. George to St. Michael: see no. 9.6 below.

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The two seals published here show that while doux of Antioch Skleros rose from magistros to 
proedros; a letter of Michael Keroularios dated to June/July 1054, which addresses him as proedros 
and doux of Antioch, indicates that this promotion took place shortly before this time. Other seals, 
showing a change of patron saint from St. George to St. Michael, proclaim Skleros proedros, doux 
of Antioch, and stratopedarches of the East (REG 13 [1900]: 471-73; Likhachev, Molivdovuly, 104, 
pl. LXIII, 9; Seyrig, no. 159; SBS 5 [1998]: 147), but it remains uncertain whether he attained this 
latter office before being dismissed by the empress Theodora (between August 1055 and September 
1056; cf. Laurent, Vatican, 91-92), or, as is more likely, upon his restoration as doux of Antioch 
early in 1057 by Isaac Komnenos, out of gratitude for Skleros’s support of his successful rebellion 
against Michael VI (cf. Seibt, Skleroi, 79-82; Todt, “Region,” 298-300). Skleros’s star continued to 
rise under this emperor, as shown by a seal (Spink I, no. 86) that records his subsequent promotion 


to kouropalates.

This is the famous eunuch Nikephoritzes, who twice held office as doux of Antioch. He was 
certainly in this position in 1062—63; he was removed, but returned later, only to be removed for a 
second time in 1067: cf. Laurent, “Gouverneurs d’ Antioche,” nos. 25, 27; Todt, “Region,” 304—S. 
Two more seals of Nikephoros sebastophoros and doux of Antioch, decorated with Sts. Peter and 
Paul, have been published by Cheynet, “Sceaux byzantins,” no. 50. These seals do not record the 
qualification “oikeios [anthropos] of the emperor” inscribed on our specimens to underline the 
personal relationship between Nikephoritzes and the emperor Constantine X Doukas (1059-67). 
There is no way to determine which of the two seal types Nikephoritzes used during his first or 


second mandate.

It is tempting to connect the original strike with the last attested doux of Antioch by the name 
of Michael, Michael “Ouranos,” a kinsman of the emperor Michael VI Stratiotikos (1056-57) who 
was appointed governor of Antioch in 1056 and given the name Ouranos to link him to the famous 
soldier and governor of Antioch, Nikephoros Ouranos; see Laurent, “Gouverneurs d’ Antioche,” no. 
23. It is not impossible that the emperor bestowed the title protoproedros on his kinsman as a further 
distinction (as Cheynet suggests, Collection Zacos, 23 and n. 36); but this title, created in the late: 
XIth century, may instead be evidence of another Michael who governed Antioch at a later date, 
possibly under Constantine X (1059-67), as the authors of Seyrig, 114, surmise.

The monastic complex and shrine of St. Symeon the Younger (d. 592), which included a church and 
the saint’s pillar, was located atop the “Miraculous Mountain” 16 km southwest of Antioch (G. 
Vikan, “Art, Medicine, and Magic in early Byzantium,’ DOP 38 [1984]: 67-74). It would appear 
that with the Byzantine recovery of Antioch in 969, the cult of St. Symeon flourished anew. We 
present two XIth-century seals of the monastery, and a third has been published by Laurent, Corpus 
5.2: no. 1559 bis; contemporary seals of the “monastery of the Miraculous Mountain” are found in 
Laurent, Corpus 5.2: no. 1560, and Seyrig, no. 288. The revival of the saint’s cult and shrine is also 
apparent from the composition of a paraphrase of the vita of St. Symeon by the governor of Antioch, 
Nikephoros Ouranos, about the year 1000 (PG 86[2], cols. 2987-3216). See Laurent, Corpus 5.2:

Artach (modern Irtah, close to Rihaniye) was located 40 km east of Antioch. The fortress was 
conquered by the Byzantines in 966 and placed under the command of a strategos who was in turn 
subordinate to the doux of Antioch (cf. Kiihn, Armee, 170-71; Yahya, 466; Attaleiates, 118-19). 
The establishment of imperial curatories in the region of Artach is proven by seals of kouratores 
(Konstantopoulos, no. 3816; see also SBS 3 [1993]: 154). See Oikonomides, “Organisation,” 77; 
Listes, 363; Todt, “Region,” 407-10.

Chapter III 


THE SYRIAN AND LEBANESE COASTLINE 


Following the conquest of Cilicia, the emperors Nikephoros Phokas, John Tzimiskes, and Basil II 
sought to extend their gains in the east by leading a series of campaigns into northern Syria, and 
even as far as Palestine. The interest of the section below lies in the previously unpublished seals of 
Zebel, Paltos, and Balaneos, coastal towns and fortresses that upon capture were made into bases 
commanded by strategoi and tourmarchai under the authority of the doux of Antioch (Kiihn, Armee, 
170-71). Although the Byzantines failed to realize their ambition to conquer Tyre, they neverthe- 
less maintained their hold on the Syrian coastline for most of the XIth century. See W. Felix, Byzanz 
und die islamische Welt im friiheren 11. Jahrhundert (Vienna, 1981), 37—123; P. E. Walker, “The 
‘Crusade’ of John Tzimisces in the Light of New Arabic Evidence,” Byzantion 47 (1977): 301-27;

12. LAODIKEIA 


Laodikeia, also known as Lattakia, is today al-Ladiqiyah, a port on the coast of northern Syria. It is 
attested as a bishopric in the IIIrd century, but was raised to the rank of autocephalous metropolitanate 
in the year 459. Lost to the Arabs about the year 640, Laodikeia was retaken by Nikephoros Phokas 
in 968 and remained in Byzantine control until 1084. See ODB 2:1178; Todt, “Region,” 414-17;

The identification of Zebel with 
Gabala is based on Anna Komnena’s statement that the strategaton of Gabala was also called Zebel 
in imitation of the local pronunciation (Alexiade, 135). Gabala/Zebel was made the seat of a strategos 
by John Tzimiskes in 975 (Yahya, 369) and placed under the authority of the doux of Antioch. The 
use of Arabs as local officials is shown on the seal of Abdellas, kouropalates and judge of Zebel, 
published by Cheynet, Collection Zacos, no. 51. The town remained in Byzantine hands until 1080: 
see Todt, “Region,” 417-18.

Balaneos (today Banias) was a coastal fortress on the road leading south from Laodikeia to Tripolis. 
It was among several towns and strongholds south of Laodikeia captured by John Tzimiskes during 
his advance into Palestine in 975; these fortresses were put under the authority of strategoi to con- 
solidate Byzantine power in the region of Tripolis (Leo diac., 166, 168; Yahya, 369; Kiihn, Armee, 
170-71; Honigmann, Ostgrenze, 99-101, 105; Todt, “Region,” 419-20). Briefly lost to the Fatimids 
in 985, Balaneos was retaken by Leo Melissenos the same year (Yahya, 416—17) and remained in 
Byzantine hands until the late XIth century. The strategaton of Balaneos was among the places 


claimed by Alexios Komnenos in the treaty of Devol (1108; Ostgrenze, 125-28).

Located on the western bank of Lake Tiberias in Palestine, Tiberias is first attested as a bishopric in 
the Vth century: Laurent, Corpus 5.2:403; list of bishops in Fedalto, HEO 2:1038.

The seals presented in this section date mainly from the XIIth century, the period of the Latin 
kingdom of Jerusalem (1099-1187). Seals in Latin struck by two kings of Jerusalem and a Latin 
patriarch are included in this catalogue of Byzantine seals, as are the seals of Greek Orthodox 
monasteries located in the region of Jerusalem. The latter are evidence of the continuing presence 
of monasteries founded in the Vth century, whose history during the Arab period and the era of the 
Crusader kingdoms is not well known. See Laurent, Corpus 5.2:392-93; ODB 2:1033-36.

The seal below is from the famous monastery of Mount Sinai, or St. Catherine, the name by which 
it has more commonly been known from the XIth century. Located on the site where by tradition 
Moses witnessed the burning bush and received the Ten Commandments, the monastery was founded 
and fortified by the emperor Justinian between 548 and 562, and has functioned uninterruptedly 
down to the present day. See Laurent, Corpus 5.2:408; ODB 1:341, 392; 3:1902-—3; G. H. Forsyth 
and Kurt Weitzmann, The Monastery of Saint Catherine at Mount Sinai: The Church and Fortress 
of Justinian (Ann Arbor, 1965).

Chapter V 
CONSTANTINOPLE AND ENVIRONS 


INTRODUCTION 


Beginning with DOSeals 1, it has been our intention to edit through DOSeals 5 all seals in the Fogg 
and Dumbarton Oaks Collections that mention a geographical location. To fulfil this goal we present 
here in Chapter V a group of seals whose legends specifically allude to “Constantinople,” to “the 
City,” or to physical structures that we may be reasonably certain were located within or near the 
capital, including charitable organizations, churches, and monasteries. In some cases we are unsure 
as to the location of a diaconate, church, or monastery and in these instances the specimens con- 


cerned are listed separately below. 
22. EPARCHOS OF THE CITY 


We list here only those seals of eparchs that bear the designation “eparchos of the City.” In later 
volumes, dealing with the Central Administration, we shall present a full catalogue of the seals of 
eparchs present in the Dumbarton Oaks and Harvard Collections. Most of the seals below have been 


published by Laurent or Zacos.

The [Xth-century seal of a Constantine imperial protospatharios and eparchos of the City is 
published in Konstantopoulos, no. 16 (= Laurent, Corpus 2: no. 1003 [with illustration]). The Ath- 
ens specimen bears on the obverse a double loop beta, but a single loop beta on the reverse, an 
indication that it was struck during the second half of the [Xth century when the shape of the beta 
was in a transitional phase. The same circumstance occurs on our seal, but we are inclined to believe 
that the Athens seal is later in date than the Dumbarton Oaks specimen. It is possible that the owner 
of our seal may have been Constantine Myares (866). Cheynet (Seyrig, no. 133) has published the 
seal of a Constantine patrikios, imperial protospatharios, and eparchos of the City. We agree with 


his conclusion that the Seyrig seal is earlier in date than our specimen.

23. KOMMERKIARIOS OF CONSTANTINOPLE 


Apart from no. 23.14, Zacos and Veglery have published every specimen catalogued in section no. 
23 below. For a complete list of all seals of the Warehouse of Constantinople published by Zacos 
and Veglery, see their Table 21, 170—72. Our primary task has been to review the accuracy of their 
readings and to discuss their dating criteria. For the most part we agree with their dating; the sole 
exceptions are nos. 23.11 and 23.12. 

We would like to make one observation of a more general character, namely one relating to the 
function of the Warehouse of Constantinople. N. Oikonomides (“Kommerkiarioi”) has maintained 
that the term apotheke (see the inscriptions below) refers to an “administrative unit with authority 
over” a region (p. 39) and that it was part of a “network in place for the sale of silk and other 
precious materials” (p. 53). Previously M. Hendy had argued that the apotheke “involved the provi- 
sion and sale of arms” (Hendy, Monetary Economy, 634); this is a position that Haldon has partially 
supported (see his Seventh Century, 234—36:“such seals [that is, seals of kommerkiarioi bearing the 


term apotheke| might equally serve to confirm the origin and legality of weapons produced in the 
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state workshops” [236]). Regardless of how one views the function of apothekai in the provinces, 
one should say that it is highly unlikely that the seals below refer to the sale and distribution of 
armaments to soldiers in the area of the capital. One might add that when arms were distributed in 
the provinces one really would expect such an operation to occur through the medium of officials 
connected with the army.

The date of this specimen is a problem. Zacos and Veglery attribute the specimen to Emperor 





Philippikos. One reason may be that they read the indiction date as IA, but the A is problematic. It 
is true that on his coins Philippikos holds two objects: a globus cruciger and a scepter surmounted 
by an eagle. But our emperor holds in the |. hand a cross scepter. The combination of globus cruciger 
and cross scepter is found on Tiberios III’s Class 2 folleis (see DOC II.2, pl. XLI, 11a), a type that 
Grierson would assign to the period of 701/2. Tiberios III’s regnal dates correspond to indictions 12 


through 3 and so it is possible that the sovereign represented on our specimen is Tiberios III.

24. GRAND KOURATORS AND 
KOURATORS TQN EAEYOEPIOY 


The term Eleutherion refers to a discrete unit of crown land (kouratoreia or kouratorikion) that was 
permanently attached in the XIth century to the kouratorikion of the Mangana. Together they con- 
stituted the oikoc tav "EAevBepiov kai tav Mayycvev, a oéxpetov administered by a kourator 
or grand kourator (ODB 2:1156; Oikonomides, Evolution, 138; and Lavra, no. 48, line 51). 
Oikonomides, Joc. cit., has called attention to an XIth-century seal published by Schlumberger 
(Sig., 155; now in Vienna) and belonging to a George vestarches, hypatos, judge of the Velum, 
Sevtépw Tov evay@v, Kai LeycAw Kovpatwpi tov "EAevBepiov. Based on the combination of 
functions, he has suggested that at some moment in time revenues from the Eleutherion may have 
flowed into the treasury of pious foundations. For additional seals of kourators of the Eleutherion, 
see Zacos, Seals II, no. 738 (Theodore protospatharios and grand kourator t@v "EAev8epiov) and 
1019 (Nicholas kensor and grand kourator t@v "EAev8epiov). The seals of the kourators of Mangana 


are listed in section 25. All the seals listed in this section are unpublished.

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We can be certain that the seal was issued by a John Promountenos (or Promoundenos) in the 
capacity of judge of the Velum and grand kourator tv "EAev8epiov. Two lines are problematic: 
line 6 of the inscription on the obverse and line | of the inscription on the reverse. In his unpub- 
lished catalogue of the Shaw Collection Laurent proposed that these lines be restored as neyaA@ 
oikovouw Evyeviov. But it is clear that the initial letter on line 6 involves one composed of slanting 
lines (X, A, 4), thus ruling out the title of oikonomos. The letters EN! can be seen quite clearly and 
are accommodated quite neatly in our reading “chartoularios tou genikou.” We note that in DOSeals 
3.86.27 we have published the XIth-century seal of a John Promoundenos (same person?) who, in 
addition to his titles of mystographos and judge of the Hippodrome and of the Anatolikoi, also 
occupied the office of grand chartoularios of the genikon logothesion. In his review of our volume 
3 (BZ 92 [1999]: 541) Seibt has correctly pointed out, on the basis of a parallel specimen, that 


instead of “Anatolikoi”’ one should read KuKA&(d@v) vio(@v).

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25. GRAND KOURATORS AND KOURATORS 
OF THE MANGANA 


The term “Mangana’” denotes a district of Constantinople situated on the eastern slope of the Acropo- 
lis. Michael I Rangabe (811—13) owned a house in the area that Basil I elevated to the status of an 
imperial domain administered by a kourator. The estates attached to his service underwrote the 
provisioning of the imperial court, as well as military expeditions. Constantine VII directs that 
when the emperor is on campaign “the two kouratores and the (secretary of the imperial) estates” 
shall provide “one mule each” (translation of Haldon, Three Military Treatises, 101). One of the 
kourators referred to here is the megas kourator and the other is the kourator of the Mangana. The 
phrase “secretary of the imperial estates” is a translation of the title 0 ktmpativoc. The duties of the 
kourators were similar: each administered imperial estates in the provinces. Under the kourators of 
the Mangana were notarioi (Sig., 151 and our no. 25.11 below) and protonotarioi (our nos. 25.12 
and 13 below). In DOSeals 3.39.1, we have published the XIth-century seal of a Michael 
protospatharios, grand kourator of the Mangana and basilikos of the Opsikion. Constantine [X 
Monomachos constructed a group of buildings in the quarter of the Mangana consisting of a palace, 
a hospital (voooxouetov), homes for the poor (ttwxotpogeia), homes for the aged (ynpotpogeia), 
hostels, a monastery dedicated to St. George, and a monastic church, where eventually Constantine 
was buried. For convenience we have placed at the end of the list of officials of the kouratikion of 
the Mangana a group of seals (mostly unpublished) pertinent to the administration of St. George 
Tropaiophoros. See Skylitzes at 477.614; Oikonomides, Evolution, 138-39; Haldon, Three Mili-

We reproduce here Prof. Oikonomides’ translation of the two inscriptions: “This is the seal of 
the sekreton of St. George the Great Martyr and Trophy-bearer; which [sekreton] is also the oikos of 
the hyperperilampros and eutychestate |felicissima] sebaste.’ The sebaste referred to is Maria 
Skleraina, the mistress of Constantine IX Monomachos, who established for his paramour the oikos 
of St. George of Mangana. The term oikos is to be understood here in the sense of a charitable 
foundation (edvayh¢ oikoc). The institution was maintained by lands attached to it, in this particular 
case, a mill, a bakery, urban property in the capital, and lands in the provinces. The foundation 
(which is separate from the kouratoreion of the Mangana) was administered by a péyac oiKovouLoc 
TOD Tpomaiogopov (see our nos. 25.14 and 25.15) who was assisted by notarioi, protonotarioi, and 


logariastai (for the latter, see Sig., 151, no. 3). 





26. KOURATORS OF THE PETRION 


The term “Petrion” (Iletptov or Petria) refers to a district of Constantinople located on the 
Golden Horn (ODB 3:1643-44; Janin, CPbyz, 408) and extending from the Phanar down to the 
Unkapan gate. Within its boundaries were situated a number of secular and religious structures. The 
Petrion was the site of a palace complex. Nikephoros Phokas had Theophano removed from the 
palace and sent to the palace of the Petrion (Skylitzes, 260.67—68: ta naAatia tod Iletpiov). 
Skylitzes records (at 163.66) that Basil I refurbished the church of Prophet Elijah at the Petrion 
(kata tO Iletptov). Helena, the wife of Constantine VII, established “in the Old Petrion” (ei¢ tO 


nadarov Metpiv, the “so-called t& ‘EAévnc”: Theophanes Cont., 458.40; Oikonomides, Evolution, 
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139) a monastery with hostel and asylum. We note that our seal no. 26.1 uses the phrase “TaAoov 
Metpiov.” Seemingly John the primikerios was kourator of Helena’s charitable foundation, collect- 
ing the revenues from the “xpocoteia” that supported the foundation’s pious works. In the XIth 
century the foundation became an euages oikos (Oikonomides, Evolution, 139; and DOSeals 2.43.3) 
and was the site where Theodora, the sister of Empress Zoe, took up a life of seclusion in 1031 
(Skylitzes, 377.34, 385.35—36). The kourator was assisted by protonotarioi (see 26.2—-4). In Vatican, 
no. 89, Laurent published a seal that he read as Ltepav@ TATPLKIw Ka OppELapio T@v Tetpiov. 
Cheynet has proposed that the last portion of the inscription should read kai Oppavotpogm. See 
J.-C. Cheynet, “Un aspect du ravitaillement de Constantinople aux X/XIe siécles d’aprés quelques 
sceaux d’h6rreiarioi,’ SBS 6 (1999): 11-12.

27. THE PHYLAX (AN AUTONOMOUS SEKRETON) 


The Phylax was a depository within the confines of the great palace where various imperial trea- 
sures (BaotAeciav Onoavpédv) were safeguarded (Theophanes Cont., 253.7-8, 255.15—16). It abutted 
the Chrysotriklinos (see Laurent, Corpus 2:346). As a treasury, it was independent of the fisc. During 
military campaigns the tent of the Phylax was pitched between those of the protovestiarios and the 
koitonitai (Oikonomides, Evolution, 137 and n. 73; and Haldon, Three Military Treatises, 167). 
Hendy (Monetary Economy, 311) is correct that the eidikon and the Phylax appear to be similar 
treasuries, but as we see from the seals below the Phylax seems to have had, at least in the XIth 
century, its own personnel and, by extension, a separate identity. In a few instances below we are 
not certain if the word “Phylax” refers to the name of an office or to a family. We have included 
these seals for the simple reason that we do not wish impose an interpretation, but prefer that read- 


ers reach their own decision.

In our opinion the two seals are too late in date to be referring to the treasury of the 
Phylax. This is particularly true if, as Laurent asserted, this Constantine Katharos is the same per- 
son who was active in September of 1161. We believe that we are involved with a (skevo)phylax, a 


title that is presented for reasons of meter in a shortened form. 
28. PRAITOR OF CONSTANTINOPLE 


It remains unclear when the office of praitor of Constantinople was created and what duties this 
official performed. The office seems to have been in existence in 967-68. In this year a praitor 
arrested a woman for an attack on Emperor Nikephoros Phokas (see Leo diac. 4.7.6). The passage 
suggests, according to Laurent (Corpus 2:637), that the praitor had police powers. Our seal below 
of Theodore imperial notarios of the eidikon may be of some help in defining the praitor’s area of 
responsiblities and expertise. As a notarios of the eidikon Theodore served as a financial official 
attached to an imperial treasury. Among other duties the eidikon looked after precious objects made 
of gold and silk (see Listes, 316-17). If Theodore’s post as notarios of the eidikon is any guide, the 
praitor of Constantinople may have been a financial administrator who performed liaison functions 
between the imperial court and merchants and workmen. For the seal of another official who served 


as notarios of the eidikon and praitor of Constantinople, see Zacos, Seals I, no. 650 (= Spink I, no. 72).

30. THE DIAKONIA OF THE ANTIPHONETES 


A XIIIth-century anonymous source records that the empress Zoe came to be buried in a church that 
she built and dedicated to Christ Antiphonetes (see ODB 1:439; Janin, Eglises, 520). The existence 
of this church seems to be confirmed by an XIth-century seal that we publish below under “Church 
of the Antiphonetes” (our no. 40.1). The seal’s owner was, according to the inscription, a certain 
Basil patrikios, hypatos, and grand oikonomos of the sekreton of (the church of) the Antiphonetes. 
Reference to a “sekreton” of Christ Antiphonetes is also found on an XIth-century seal published by 
Cheynet, “Sceaux byzantins,” 435 (no. 73). Interestingly the specimen also refers to the “pious 
servants” of Christ Antiphonetes. Cheynet has suggested that this seal might refer, not only to offi- 
cials of the sekreton, but also to persons who were members of a confraternity. In this regard we 
note that a famous icon of Christ Antiphonetes was preserved from the [Xth century in the church of 
the Virgin at Chalkoprateia. It is possible that the diaconate of Christ Antiphonetes may have been 
attached to the church or it may have centered on the icon at the Chalkoprateia and was a service 


organization involved in the promotion of the icon’s cult.

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31. THE DIAKONIA OF THE CHURCH AND PROCESSION OF THE BLACHERNAE 


The church of Blachernae was perhaps the most celebrated sanctuary dedicated to the Virgin in the 
capital. Sited near a spring, it was originally situated a short distance outside the walls in the north- 
west sector of Constantinople. Later the wall was extended to protect it. Leo I constructed a chapel 
of the Soros, a repository for the Virgin’s maphorion upon its translation from Palestine in 473. The 
church was the scene of many different religious ceremonies. According to Theophanes (265.29- 
266.2), the emperor Maurice instituted at the church of Blachernae a litany (called a panegyris) in 
memory of Christ’s mother. See also Laurent’s commentary in Corpus 5.2:121. On 2 February the 
Feast of the Purification was celebrated at the Blachernae and involved a procession followed by an 
imperial banquet in the neighboring dining hall called the Okeanon (Listes, 190; Janin, Eglises, 
170; and A. Berger, “Imperial and Ecclesiastical Processions in Constantinople,” in Byzantine 
Constantinople: Monuments, Topography and Everyday Life, ed. N. Necipo#lu [Leiden, 2001), 81— 
82). The Blachernae was also the site of a litany on the feast of Orthodoxy (Listes, 190; Janin, 
Eglises, 170). On the fifteenth of August, people partook in a public procession for the celebration 
of the feast of the Dormition at the Blachernae (Listes, 218). In the Syn. Ecc. CP (col. 343, 22—23), 
the twenty-sixth of December is recorded as the day of the synaxis of the holy Virgin “at the 
Blachernae, wherein is kept the holy soros.” The two seals that we list below attest the attachment to 
the Blachernae church of lay service organizations. In view of the many festal celebrations and 
processions that took place at the church during the liturgical year, it is not possible to say if these 
diaconates assisted the clergy of the church with activities surrounding one particular event or with 
more. But we can say, considering that all the specimens below are tokens, that one of the functions 


of these diaconates was the distribution of goods to the needy.

care of the elderly. The location of this asylum for the elderly is unknown.

The location is unknown, but the fact that the foundation is associated with the monarch would 
suggest that this establishment was located in the capital. What does “Xenon” mean here? It could 
simply signify a hospice or inn, but quite likely it means the same as in the case below of the 
Xenon of St. Sampson, a hospital, a place of caring for the sick.

37. THE XENON OF ST. SAMPSON 


The hospital of St. Sampson was located between St. Eirene’s church and Hagia Sophia. T. Miller 
has argued that Sampson, a physician, was active in the [Vth century and it was at this time that he 
established a modest hospital for the relief of the poor. According to hagiographical sources, he 
lived in the VIth century. He cured Justinian I of a bladder infection and in gratitude the emperor 
endowed a splendid hospital in his name. From a reference in the Miracles of St. Artemios (p. 127) 
it is known that the hospital had physicians who specialized in eye care, as well as surgery. See 
ODB 3:1837; and Miller, “Sampson Hospital,” 101-16.

Skylitzes reports that when Alexios died on 20 February, and was 
succeeded by Michael Keroularios, the emperor Constantine [X determined that there was a sum of 
gold equal to twenty-five kentenaria hoarded at the “monastery of Alexios” (tod “AAgEtov Wovij). 
See Skylitzes, 429.18—24. The monastery overlooked the Bosphoros, but it is unclear if it was sited 


on the European or on the Asiatic side (Janin, Eglises, 19).

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39. (THE MONASTERY OF) THE ANARGYROI OF KOSMIDION 


According to Janin (Eglises, 286) the extramural church of the Kosmidion was built by a certain 
Paulinus, an intimate of Theodosios II. He places the Kosmidion on the western side of Eyiip, on the 
hillside bordering the sea. Mango, however, is dubious. In line with the sources (see the Chronicon 
paschale, Bonn ed., 713.9—10), he places it €v BAwyépvaic. Since the Blachernae and the Kosmidion 
shared a healing bath (lousma), he favors locating the church of the Kosmidion on a hill just outside 
the Blachernae walls. He is inclined to attribute the construction of the church to about 480 and to 
Paulina, the mother of the usurper Leontios (484-88). See C. Mango, “On the Cult of Saints Cosmas 
and Damian at Constantinople,” in Ovpiepa otn uvnun tng AaoKxapivac Mrovpa (Athens, 1994), 
189-92. In any event the Avars destroyed the church in the siege of 626. 

When the monastery was erected is not known. Janin places it in the VIth century. The seal we publish 
below (39.1) shows that a monastery of the Kosmidion was functioning in the XIth century. Indeed it may 
belong to the period when Michael IV (1034-41) added a bath and had the grounds renewed with a 
garden. He refurbished the church and had it adorned with marbles and mosaics: Janin, Eglises, 287.

Concerning the church and sekreton of the Antiphonetes, see our discussion above (30.1) under 
“Diakonia of the Antiphonetes.’ Cheynet, who has published another seal of the sekreton of Christ 
Antiphonetes (“Sceaux byzantins,” no.73), aptly remarks that we have no information about this 
bureau. In any event, our seals prove that the church, reputedly built by Empress Zoe, was in exist- 
ence in the XIth century and, through the sekreton attached to it, was a source of poor relief at this 
date.

THE SEALS OF THE EKKLESIEKDIKOI (JUDGES) OF HAGIA SOPHIA 


The ekdikoi, or ekklesiekdikoi, were a group of priests who formed a tribunal, ekdikeion, which 
was instituted by Justinian I and assigned to Hagia Sophia. For the pre-iconoclastic period the 
responsibilities of the ekklesiekdikoi are not well documented and scholarly controversy exists 
regarding their civil or ecclesiastical status during these centuries. By the middle Byzantine period, 
however, these judges were clearly ecclesiastical in nature and the tribunal held its sessions in one 
of the vestibules of the Great Church. The ekklesiekdikoi of the middle Byzantine and the Palaiologan 
eras had several functions: they defended those accused of murder and other offences; they oversaw 
the liberation of slaves or those freed from prison; they granted the right of asylum in the Great 
Church; and they instructed converts and those who had lapsed. See R. J. Macrides, “Killing, Asy- 
lum and the Law in Byzantium,” Speculum 63 (1988): 509-38. 

The iconography found on this group of seals remained relatively constant from the eleventh 
through the fifteenth century. It consists of standing figures of the Virgin and Justinian | supporting 
a model of a church identified as Hagia Sophia. The sphragistic image has most often been com- 
pared to that of the tenth-century mosaic in the southwest vestibule of Hagia Sophia, in which the 
emperors Justinian I and Constantine offer the enthroned Virgin and Child models of Hagia Sophia 
and the City respectively. The figures chosen for these seals have particular significance for this 
office since Justinian and the Virgin were both seen as intercessors for the ekklesiekdikoi. This 
emperor instituted the tribunal at the cathedral and was also responsible for rebuilding the Great 
Church. In addition, he was regarded as the lawgiver who established the right of asylum at Hagia 
Sophia. 

The Virgin, too, was closely associated with the cathedral. The building was dedicated to Christ, 
the Holy Wisdom, while the Virgin was understood as the receptacle or temple of Divine Wisdom. 
Her image is prominent throughout the mosaic decoration of the Great Church. The role of the 


Virgin as the most powerful intercessor was also closely associated with the tribunal character of 
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the ekklesiekdikoi. Her image as an intercessor on behalf of criminals and penitents was an estab- 
lished iconographic type in manuscript illumination and wall paintings. An actual icon of the Virgin 
was kept in the inner narthex of Hagia Sophia, that is, in proximity to the seat of the tribunal. 
Furthermore, texts describing the tribunal’s proceedings clearly link the ekdikeion and the Virgin. 
While excommunicating murderers who sought asylum in the cathedral, the tribunal, however, per- 
mitted the accused to partake of the blessed bread dedicated to the Virgin, the so-called Panaghia.

We have proposed the reading tij¢ [Hp |nut(ac) on the basis that the first letter after THC is an 
upright bar. "Hpnuica is most likely a toponym and is simply a variant spelling of the toponym 
"Epnutica, “the wasteland,” a quarter that Janin places within the walls of Constantine and north of 
the Forum of Arcadius (CPbyz., 348; Eglises, 113). Janin lists the various spellings of the quarter as 
Epnuta, ‘Epepta, Hpepia, and ‘lepiywov. His position gains support from a passage in the Syn. 
Eccl. CP. (col. 448): the text locates (as Laurent observed) the synaxis of Patriarch Photios and its 
celebration on February 6 in the church of the holy prophet St. John the Baptist t@ Ovti év toic 
"Hpeutac. 

Although a specimen in Seyrig (no. 286) is decorated on the obverse with a bust of St. John 
Prodromos and is inscribed on the reverse with an inscription that begins Lopayic tic BaotArKijc 
LLovijc TOD II1podpopov, the reading of the concluding line of the inscription (.€ PE) is too uncertain 
for us to suggest that this specimen may be related to our seal. Cf. our no. 81.1 below and 
Oikonomides’ review in BZ 86/87 (1993/94): 509. Oikonomides suggested the reading Evjune. 
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V CONSTANTINOPLE AND ENVIRONS 


44. (THE MONASTERY OF) ST. JOHN PRODROMOS IN THE QUARTER OF PETRA 


Although the monastery of St. John Prodromos tij¢ létpac was a major monastic establishment in 
the capital, little information about it has come down to us. According to tradition its founder was 
an Egyptian monk named Baras, who lived at the capital during the reign of Theodosios the Great. 
John Mauropous was a monk and archdeacon of the monastery before becoming metropolitan of 
Euchaita. See R. Janin, “Les sanctuaires du quartier de Pétra (Constantinople),” EO 35 (1936): 55— 
62. According to Janin the monastery was sited near the cistern of Aetios: Janin, Eglises, 421-29. 
We note that Laurent has published in Corpus 5.3: no. 1912, two seals of Dumbarton Oaks that he 
attributes to the monastery of St. John Prodromos, but since the geographical designation on these 
specimens consists only of the phrase h tod IIpodpopov, we have preferred to assign these speci- 
mens to a church or monastery of unknown location. Cf. E. Malamut, “Le monastére Saint-Jean-

In a very lengthy discussion on the monastery and church ta Kyrou, A. Berger, Kalenderhane in 
Istanbul, ed. C. Striker and D. Kuban (Mainz, 1997), 1:8—17, observes that, according to the Patria 
(152), the monastery ta Kyrou, dedicated to the Virgin (Ta 5&€ Kdpov thy OeotoKov), was estab- 
lished under the patrikios and eparch Kyros during the reign of Theodosios II. That a monastery of 
this name had been established by at least the time of the sixth century is reflected in the fact that its 
abbots were subscribers to conciliar documents of 518 and 536. From two references we know that 
there existed in the VIIth century a church ta Kyrou. Simocatta (8.8.11), followed by Theophanes 
(288.6—7), states that in 602 Germanos, the father-in-law of Maurice’s son, sought sanctuary in the: 
church of the Mother of God, built by Kyros. The Miracles of St. Artemios (99) specifically mention 
the church of the Theotokos ta Kyrou. It was here (€v T@ va@ tij¢ OeotoKov Ta Kvpov) that a 
woman with an ill child waited for a cure until someone in a dream told her to take the child to St. 
John’s in the Oxeia. Berger would locate the monastery and church ta Kyrou in the western reaches. 


of the capital. It is his further view that “at some time between the sixth and tenth century the church

ta Kyrou” (and presumably the monastery) “in the westernmost part of the city ceased to exist, at 
least under that name, and that another, already extant church in the center of the city was rededi- 
cated with the name.” This church would have been Kalenderhane. The main proof is the presence 
at Kalenderhane of two paintings, both depicting the Virgin Kyriotissa. In his review, Cyril Mango 
(BZ 91 [1998]: 587-88) expresses the opinion that there existed concurrently in the early Byzantine 
period two separate establishments: a monastery ta Kyrou and a church ta Kyrou. The former was 
located in a suburban area and the latter in town. This is not the place to argue the correctness of 
Berger’s or Mango’s views. We simply point out that the site of the church of the Theotokos ta 


Kyrou is a contentious issue requiring further investigation.

To read the name as Timotheos we have to postulate that the die engraver mistakenly carved an 
upright bar and forgot to place a cross bar at top. But then one could just as well resolve the mono- 
gram, for example, as the name Ev@vuia, reading an upsilon in the letter M. 

Laurent reads on the reverse: |i]két(n). The wording of the seal suggests that the owner was 


either a member of a monastic community or a member of a lay confraternity.

There is no way of knowing for sure if we are dealing here with the seal of the church of the 
Kyriotissa or a seal that reflects an owner’s devotion to a particular icon. In any event, Laurent is 


correct that the pairing of the Virgin with an archangel seems to reflect a specific cult. 
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46. (THE MONASTERY OF) THE MYRELAION 


The Myrelaion, located west of the Forum Tauri, was a mansion to which Romanos I Lekapenos 
added a church between 920 and 922; he then organized the whole into a nunnery. See ODB 2:1428— 
29, and Janin, Eglises, 351-54. Its property included domains in the area of Miletus and the whole 
island of Leros, which it received from Anna Dalassene, the mother of Emperor Alexios Komnenos. 
It possessed a sekreton. Two seals of grand kourators of the Myrelaion are published in Zacos, Seals 
II (nos. 973 and 1017): Constantine protospatharios epi tou Chrysotriklinou and grand kourator of 
the Myrelaion (XI c.) and Michael protospatharios, praipositos epi tou koitonos, and grand kourator 


of the Myrelaion (XI c.). They were members of a sekreton that adminstered imperial domains.

St. John Kalybites possessed a “golden book,” which he passed on to his mother at his death. 
As noted in Seibt-Zarnitz (154), John Philaretos was a eunuch and was involved with the adminis- 
tration of the Myrelaion’s properties. Other members of the family include an Epiphanios Philaretos, 


magistros and protasekretis and a Romanos Philaretos, protonobelissimos (ibid.). 
47. THE MONASTERY OF THE PROPERTY OF NARSES 


The seal we publish below demonstrates that a monastery ta Narsou existed in the VIIth century. 
The Narses remembered here may be the praipositos whom the Patria (249) records as active in the 
time of of Justin II and Sophia and on whose estate there came to be erected a xenon and a 
gerokomeion. It was also the site of a church of the Theotokos where were deposited the relics of the 
martyrs Probos, Tarachos, and Andronikos (P. Gautier, “Précisions historiques sur le monastere de 
ta Narsou,” REB 34 [1976]: 104). Whether the monastery of our seal is the same monastery men- 
tioned in sources of the XIth and XIIth centuries is problematic. The quarter ta Narsou was located 
north of the Forum of Theodosios and on a declivity going from the area of the Bazaar down to the 
Golden Horn (Janin, Eglises, 360).

On the first of May was commemorated the inauguration in 880 of the Nea Ekklesia, a sanctuary 
built in the Great Palace by Basil I and consecrated to the Virgin, St. Elias, St. Michael, and St. 
Nicholas. The ceremony was marked by a procession departing from the church of the Theotokos of 
the Pharos and leading to the Nea, where a liturgy was celebrated followed by a banquet in the 
Chrysotriklinos (Listes, 214; and ODB 2:1146). By the XIIth century the church had become a 
monastery. From the fact that chartoularioi and oikonomoi were attached to the church we may 
infer that the church enjoyed revenues from extensive estates. Most of the specimens appearing 


below are unpublished.

Emperor John I] Komnenos (1118-43) founded the monastery of the Pantokrator on a site east of 
the church of the Holy Apostles. The complex consisted of a male monastery, a hospital, a 
gerokomeion, and three churches: one dedicated to the Pantokrator, a second to St. Michael, and a 
third to the Theotokos "EAgodoa.

The phrase év totic ‘Oppiiodov refers to the palace of Hormisdas, an imperial complex named after 
a Persian prince. According to the Patria (231 and 279) Justinian, while living at the palace, founded 
a church of Sts. Sergios and Bacchos before becoming emperor. He may well have added a monas- 
tery since an abbot of the pov) tv “Oppicdov was present at the council of 536 (Janin, Eglises, 
451). A hegoumenos t@v ‘Oputcdov, Gregory, attended the second council of Nicaea in 787. Some 
years later (829-37) John Morocharzanios, an upholder of iconoclasm, was appointed at a some- 
what advanced age as hegoumenos of the Lov tOv KaAAWikov Laptopev Lepyiov Kai BaKyou 
(Skylitzes, 84.93—85.95). It is quite possible that the first seal we publish below is his.

tion that appears to have still existed in the XIIIth century (Janin, Eglises, 142).

61. THE MONASTERY OF THE VIGILANTS (AKOIMHTQN) 


A monastery of the “Vigilants” was established about 420 by the Syrian archimandrite Alexander in 
the vicinity of St. Menas. A decade or so later it moved to Irenaion on the right bank of the Bosporos 
(see Janin, Eglises, 16; and idem, Grands centres, 15 [Cubuklu, where substructures of a monastery 
are visible]). Laurent, in publishing a seal of the IFEB Collection, dating from the VIII/IX c. and 
bearing the name Martyrios, hegoumenos of the Akoimetoi, asserts that the monastery at Irenaion is 
no longer attested after the VIth century (Corpus 5.2:62), but this is not wholly certain; for there is 
attestation of a monastery of the Akoimetoi dating from the VIIIth century. It is found in the signa- 
ture list of the Second Council of Nicaea; in col. 152B of Mansi (Vol. XIII) appears the name 
“Joseph, hegoumenos of the Akoimetoi.” Laurent, noting that a monastery of the Akoimetoi is 
mentioned in the Greco-Venetian Treaty of 1148, was inclined to believe that at some early date, 
perhaps during the VIIth century, a monastery of the Akoimetoi was founded in Constantinople and 
that the IFEB specimen is to be assigned to this new foundation in the capital—the same monastery 
mentioned in the charter of 1148. In any event, since our specimen below dates from the X/XIth 
century, it seems preferable to us to assign it to the Constantinopolitan monastery of the Akoimetoi, 
which is attested in the Greco-Venetian treaty of 1148 and in Anthony of Novgorod and which was 
situated somewhere along the Golden Horn (Janin, Grands centres, 17). In addition to the IFEB and 
DO specimens that refer to this monastery, there is another in the Zacos Collection (Zacos, Seals II, 


no. 207), the Xth century seal of a Leo, monk and hegoumenos of the Akoimetoi. See ODB 1:46.

In our opinion, as well as Laurent’s, the seal published below refers to the leprosarium of St. Zotikos, 
located on a hill below Galata. Antony of Novgorod visited the institution in 1200 and states that it 
consisted of a hospital and a church. It was the site of Zotikos’s tomb. The “brothers” of this estab- 
lishment might be medical specialists (possibly monks) who cared for the inmates, but Laurent 
could well be correct in his observation that the “brothers” might actually be the lepers. In other 


words, the lepers may have looked after one another.

The name is known only from sigillographical evidence: our two seals (the first is secure, the sec- 
ond is most uncertain) and a third one (secure), of a spatharios and archon tv AiB1d11(@v) or 
AiB1A11(@)v, published by Konstantopoulos (no. 299). Our no. 95.1 establishes without any doubt 
that the first syllable sounded like epsilon. Scholars reasonably tend to consider these Aibiditai as a 
group of barbarians (“‘peuplade”: Ahrweiler, Mer, 58). One may wonder whether they were not the 
inhabitants of Euboea, EdBoita1, whose name would have been deformed into EbBidito1 from 
EvBotita with the introduction of a euphonic 6: the question remains open. For recent discussion 
see W. Seibt, “Siegel als Quelle ftir Slawenarchonten in Griechenland,’ SBS 6 (1999): 29-30 and 
idem, “Weitere Beobachtungen zu Siegeln friiher Slawenarchonten in Griechenland,” in Bu€avtio.

As Zacos-Veglery have noted, the fifth letter of the last line seems to be a A but could also be 
read as a (\. We think that it must be a A because of the presence of serifs. 

The reading of the first name is not absolutely secure. Its two last letters, W, at the beginning of 
line 2, are clear and secure. Since the whole inscription 1s in the dative, one has to assume that they 
should be transcribed as -ya, the dative ending of a name terminating in ~yoc. The problem is that no 
such Greek name has been found. On the contrary, we have Bulgarian names with that ending, 
known from Greek sources: "EAéucyoc, "EAivayoc, ‘Onovptay, ‘OuBpitéyoc, Mopta&yav, etc. (G. 
Moravesik, Byzantinoturcica, 2nd ed. [Berlin, 1958], 2:122—23, 217-18), which, if declined according 
to the rules of Greek (which happens very commonly on seals), would adopt the dative ending -yo. 
A careful study of the remains of line 1 shows that we have a secure T at the position before last, 
followed by what could be an A. Before the T, we read a tentative P and a round letter that could be 
O or . Thus the reading [+M]optayq or [’O]uoptaym seems very probable. But of course other 


Bulgarian names with the ending -ay could also be restored here, provided that most of line 1 
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(except for the letter T) is read with uncertainty (the remains of these letters do not exclude the 
reading that we propose, but they do not impose it either). Seibt prefers a different reading: 
Ba[nda](p)yo. 

Could the owner have been a Bulgarian archon in the service of Byzantium towards the year 
800? One should not forget the existence of political opponents of Krum, obviously distinguished 
people, who came to Byzantium as refugees and received asylum in spite of Krum’s requests 
(Theophanes 1:487, 498).

It 
was here in the VIIIth and early [Xth century that the tribunes of the lagoon assembled in order to 
elect a doge. In 810, however, the center of government was moved to Rivo Alto (Venice) and 
thereafter Malamocco gradually became a backwater. In 1107 Malamocco was leveled by an earth- 
quake and in 1110 the episcopal throne was relocated to Chioggia, along with the body of St. Felix 


and the head of St. Fortunatus, Malamocco’s patron saints.

In the eleventh and twelfth centuries the Faletrus (Falier) family contributed to the governance 
of Venice two doges (Vitale Falier [1084—96] and Ordelafo Falier [1 102—18]); a third family mem- 
ber, Bonifacio Falier, occupied the episcopal throne of Castello (1120-30). Another ecclesiastical 
personage is attested in a land grant drafted at Chioggia in October, 1162. The charter was written 
at the request of “Johannes Faletrus Dei gratia cluiensis episcopus.” The Iohannes Faletrus who 
owned the Fogg seal is undoubtedly the same Bishop Iohannes who ruled over the see of Chioggia 
in October of 1162. Venetian lead seals seem to have originated among the doges. The earliest 
extant ducal seal is that of Domenico Michiele (1118-29; see Spink II, no. 165). We suspect that, 
because seals of Doge Domenico Michiele are rare, they were struck in limited quantities and late 
in Michiele’s reign. We note that non-ducal seals of Venice tend to be rare as well. See now the seal 
of Leo Magno published by B. Callegher, “Sceaux byzantins et vénitiens découverts aux environs 
de Venise,” RN 152 (1997): 417. 


104. METHYMNA 


The see of Methymna (Mj8vuve/Mé8vuve) was located on the island of Lesbos. It was an 
archbishopric until the later decades of the Xlth century, when it was raised, somewhere about 
1080, to the rank of a metropolis.

It is questionable if the reference is to a geographical designation or a family name. 

As Cheynet has observed, there are few references to the office of ktematinos and most date 
from the first half of the Xth century: see his article “Episkeptitai et autres gestionnaires des biens 
publics (d’aprés les sceaux de I’ IFEB),” SBS 7 (2002): 92-94. From seals we know that the title 
continued to be used into the XIth century. 

In addition to the seal we publish above, Cheynet (ibid., 93) publishes the XIth-century seal of 
a Romanos ktematinos. The XIth-century seal of a Basil Kamateros, ktnuctivoc, has been pub- 
lished by Stojan Maslev in the /zvestiia Inst. Arch. Acad. Bulg. 20 (1955): 446, no. 2 (= I. Jordanov, 
“Vizantiiski olovni pechati ot Pliska,” Pliska-Preslav 5 [1992]: 284). In the Xth century, the holder 
of the office seems to have been equal in rank to the grand kourator and the kourator of the Mangana 
(Listes, 318, note 20). The office is not mentioned in the taktika, but we do know that the grand 
kourator, the kourators of the Mangana, and the ktematinos were each required to provide a mule 


when the emperor was on campaign (Haldon, Three Military Treatises, 100). 


SPECIAL ADDENDUM 
114. SEAL IN ARABIC OF AL-HASAN IBN GABRAS 


The specimen published below is not a Byzantine seal. It is nonetheless appropriate that we publish 
it in the present volume since it reflects on affairs along the Empire’s eastern frontiers. Stefan 
Heidemann and Claudia Sode are responsible for the transcription of the seal and the essays that 
follow. 

Dumbarton Oaks preserves about 80 seals inscribed with legends in Syriac, Arabic, or Arme- 
nian (see B. Coulie and J. Nesbitt, “A Bilingual Rarity in the Dumbarton Oaks Collection of Lead 
Seals,” DOP 43 [1989]: 121-23; and N. Oikonomides, Byzantine Lead Seals [Washington, D.C., 
1985], nos. 58 and 59). With few exceptions oriental languages appear on Byzantine seals after the 
Xth century as a result of military conquests in the East. The seals often show an image of the Virgin 
or a Saint on one side and an inscription on the other side, or they bear inscriptions on both sides. 
The legends can be Arabic or Syriac alone or sometimes “mixed,” for instance Arabic and Greek or 
Arabic and Syriac. The owners of these seals were for the most part non-Greek-speaking Christians 
from (presumably) Northern Mesopotamia, Syria, and Palestine. In some instances names and for- 
mulas point to Melkite seal-holders. Cf. S. Heidemann and C. Sode, “Metallsiegel in der islamischen 
Welt, ihre Forschungsgeschichte und orientalische Bleisiegel aus einem Siegelfund in 
Konstantinopel,” in Les sceaux d’Orient et leur emploi, ed. R. Gyselen, Res Orientales 10 (Paris, 
1997), 41-60. There are about twenty oriental seals in the Oriental Coin Cabinet at the University 
of Jena (Germany). A catalogue of these seals has been published by S. Heidemann and C. Sode, 
“Christlich-orientalische Bleisiegel im orientalischen Miinzkabinett Jena,” in ARAM 1 1—12 (1999-2000): 
535-95. Most of these seals were given to the Oriental Coin Cabinet by Dr. A. D. Mordtmann (1837- 
1912).

Taking into account that the seals in question were used for the authentication of documents 
and letters, one must conclude that there was a lively correspondence between the eastern parts of 


the empire and the capital, Constantinople.

By far one of the most interesting seals with Arabic inscriptions at Dumbarton Oaks is the Fogg 
3735. The representation on the obverse corresponds with images of emperors on Byzantine coins 
from the XIth and XIIth centuries. Comparable representations in an Islamic context can be found 
on coins of the Seljiq Mas‘td ibn Qilij Arslan (510/1116—551/1156), of Kaikhusra, the son of Qilij 
Arslan II (588/1192—593/1 197, 601/1205—608/1211), and of the Mangujakid Bahramshah of Erzincan, 
the son-in-law of Qilij Arslan II (circa 555/1160-—617/1220). For comparison see G. Hennequin, 
Catalogue des monnaies musulmanes de la Bibliothéque Nationale: Asie pré-mongole: Les Salgiiqs 
et leurs successeurs, Bibliotheque Nationale, Département des monnaies, médailles et antiques 
(Paris, 1985), no. 1599 (Mas‘id ibn Qilij Arslan II), no. 1642 (Kaikhusri), nos. 1934 and 1935 
(Bahramshah). The reverse bears an Arabic inscription: al-sultan Ikhtiyar al-Din al-Hasan ibn Ghafras. 
The person must be identified with al-Hasan ibn Gabras, the amir and chamberlain (hajib) in ser- 
vice of Qilij Arslan (551/1156—588/1192), who is well known from written sources. See C. Cahen, 
“Une famille byzantine au service des Seldjugides d’Asie mineure,” in Polychronion: Festschrift 
Franz Délger zum 75. Geburtstag, ed. P. Wirth (Heidelberg, 1966), 147-48; A. P. Kazhdan, Sotsial’nyi 
sostav gospodstvuiushchego klassa Vizantii XI-XII vv.

The literary sources tell us that at 
the end of the reign of Qilij Arslan or immediately afterwards he met a most gruesome death, 
without giving a reason for this. These sources, however, do not indicate if al-Hasan ever held the 
rank of a sultan or claimed to be sultan. This can be concluded only from his seal—the sole existing 
primary document. The seal of al-Hasan ibn Ghafras is therefore of great importance for our under- 
standing of the history of Byzantium and its relations with the Seljig dominions. A more detailed 
publication of the seal is being prepared by Stefan Heidemann and Claudia Sode.

Still it is possible that the letter that we have read as iota might be a broken efa. A greater difficulty 
is posed by the opening letter of her father’s title (line 5). The first letter, which we have reproduced 
as an €, in fact looks like aP; but we are encouraged to read the letter as epsilon because the letter 


might simply be an imperfectly printed epsilon and the letter following it looks like the letter Z. It is

impossible to know if the matrix of the Fogg specimen included a seventh line and the geographical 


name Alania.

The main problem with this reading is the unusual abbreviation occuring at the end of the third 
line (rev.). Still, no satisfactory alternative presents itself. The initial letter on line 41s C and so if we 
read a family name beginning with ‘Avti(o)y-, then we would have to postulate a grammatical error 
in which the engraver has rendered the name in the nominative, e.g., “Avti(o)¥(o)c, and a situation 
in which the engraver has failed to supply an initial definite article. Still, even if our reading as it 
stands is correct, it is by no means certain that the seal belonged to a metropolitan of Antioch of 


Pisidia. It could just as well have been issued by a bishop of Antioch of Caria or Antioch of Isauria.

According to Ferluga “Diokleia” refers to a region (see the discussion of Ferluga, 
Amministrazione, 254—55); the designation derives from the name of the Roman city Doclea situ- 
ated near the confluence of the Moraca and Zeta Rivers in modern-day Montenegro. On p. 255 
Ferluga cites as proof lines 1-2 of chapter 35 of the De adm. imp., but the text does not imply that 
“Dioclea was a region, and not a city,” but merely bears testimony that there was a region named 
Diokleia (“Ot1 ) AtoKAcias yOpo. Kal MOTH MPdTEpoOV Tapa TOV ‘Popdvev expateito: “The coun- 
try of Diocleia was also previously possessed by the Romani” (trans. Jenkins]). Far more relevant 
to Ferluga’s view is another passage to be found in chapter 35 of the same text (164.9—11): AvoKA ever 
5é dvoucCetar &xd TOD ev TH TOLAdTH YOpa KKoOTPOD, ODMEP ExtIGEV 6 Pactreds AtoKAntiavis, 
vovi 6€ EOTLV EPNLOKAOTPOV LEXPL TOD VdV OvonaCoLEvov AloKAeLe (“Diocleia gets its name 
from the city in this country that the emperor Diocletian founded [in fact, Diokleia was an old 
Illyrian city conquered by the Romans in 168 BC], but now it 1s a deserted city, though still called 
Diocleia” [trans. Jenkins]). Still, the matter is not so cut and dried; for in chapter 29 (122.11—12) 
Constantine writes: "AAAG Kai T0 KuoTpOV ALOKAELG, TO VOV TAPA TOV ALOKANTIOVO@V KOTEYOLEVOV 
(“Moreover, the city of Diocleia, now occupied by the Diocletians. .. .” [trans. Jenkins, our italics]). 
The text directly states that in Constantine's day the “kastron” of Diokleia was occupied. Still, what 
appears to be a contradiction can be easily resolved. In this section of chapter 29 Constantine is 
simply explaining that the city of Diokleia, now occupied by the Diocletians, derives its name from 
the circumstance that it was founded by Emperor Diocletian, and all that I think Constantine means 
to imply is that this city, built by a Roman emperor and inhabited by the Romani, now is the site of 
a small garrison of Slavic troops and/or villagers. It 1s certainly reasonable to suppose that since 
Doclea was situated at a strategic point, soldiers were occasionally stationed within its walls. More- 
over, since the city was located in a well-watered plain, one might also assume that, depending on 
security, there was at least herding there or in the immediate vicinity. Constantine concludes chap- 
ter 35 by stating, “In the country of Diocleia are the large, inhabited cities of Gradetai, Nougrade, 
Lontodokla” (trans. Jenkins). 

Gradetai may be the coastal city of Starigrad, and Nougrade is perhaps Prevlaka, south of the 


Bay of Cattaro. The site of Lontodokla is uncertain (see R. J. H. Jenkins, ed., Constantine 
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123. KOKKOS” 


Porphyrogenitus, De Administrando Imperio, vol. 2, Commentary (London, 1962], 141). From the 
two main excavation reports on Doclea (J. A. R. Munro et al., “On the Roman Town of Doclea, in 
Montenegro,” Archaeologia 55.1 [1896]: 31-92, and P. Sticotti, Die rémische Stadt Doclea in 
Montenegro [Vienna, 1913}; cf. the report “Docléa prés de Titograd” in Starinar 9 [1958]: 378-79, 
and “Doljani prés de Titograd,” the report in the same periodical [p. 383] on a town two miles 
northeast of Dokleia) there is no reason to believe that any buildings were constructed or rebuilt 
after the VIIth century. As for habitation of any duration during the medieval period, we note that 
coin evidence at the site ceases in the reign of Honorius. We observe that Ferluga, Amministrazione, 
135, n. 157, cites Schlumberger’s publication in Sig. (p. 433) of a seal of an Archon Peter of Diokleia 
and expresses the opinion that the specimen should be ascribed to an “indigenous prince.” One 
would be more inclined to take this view if Schlumberger’s dating (Xth to XIth century) were 
correct. The seal, decorated on the obverse with a bust of the Virgin holding a medallion of Christ 
and flanked by two cruciform invocative monograms, dates much earlier, as indicated by the flank- 
ing monograms, a decorative element one normally associates with the VIIth or early VIIIth centu- 
ries, and the use in one monogram of a beta with two loops. The seal shows quite clearly that 
although the region of Diokleia underwent considerable turmoil in the VIIth century, the region still 
continued in this period to be under Byzantine authority or, if not authority, at least influence. 

The reading of the reverse inscription is certain through the third line, but the first three letters 
of the fourth line are missing. One is tempted to read this line as [otp(a)t}ny-; the second to the last 
letter, however, is curved and is eitherC or €. On the other hand one must admit that the reading 
viowl[v] AlokAetac is puzzling. Yet, since Diokleia was a region, and not actually a city, it would 
not be inappropriate for an official, if his authority was limited to one geographical location, to 
express the boundaries of his jurisdiction, as here, a phrase that one could interpret to mean “Diokleia 
Maritima,” the coastal sections of classical Dioclea and the areas in which Gradetai and Nougrade 
were supposedly situated. Since Peter was not a strategos (the remaining letters of line 4 also rule 
out that he was a “katepan”), what then was his title? Was he an “archon,” as in the case of 


Schlumberger’s seal?

One major objection to both readings is that Kerkyra had been an archbishopric since the [Xth 
century and accordingly the simple title of bishop is inappropriate. On our specimen the key letter, 
the omicron, at the end of line 3, is partially corroded, but it appears to have a curved side at r. and 
so we prefer to read the line as KOxxov. Laurent has published another seal of Kokkos, that of 
Bishop Nikephoros, which he dates to the XIth century (Corpus 5.1: no. 497).

Although the imprint is clear, the reading of the inscription is not wholly certain; the engraver 
may have neglected to carve a second upsilon (line 2) and in this case the inscription would read:

The specimen is mentioned in Zacos, Seals II, no. 258, where the inscription on the reverse is 
read: ‘Imavo(v) vroAoynov Tod ‘PHAM. 

The term hypologios is rare. It occurs on two late [Xth—-early Xth-century seals published by 
Zacos (Seals Il, nos. 258 and 866); each refers to a Niketas and in each instance the Niketas in 
question was a “hypologios of Abydos,” showing that the term Aypologios was in official use at the 
end of the [Xth century. Zacos has noted that hypologios is to be found in Symeon Magister (Bonn 
ed., 623.8), where reference is made to a group of monks who had formerly occupied a monastery 
in a district ravaged by Arab raiders, but it seems to us that here the use of the term in this context 
is idiomatic and hence outside our interest. What the matter comes down to is this: although it can 
be established that the term hypologios was an official term, designating some sort of customs 
controller, in the period when our specimen was struck, the fact remains that to read this title one 


must postulate an engraver’s error. On the other hand “noAoynov” is quite close in spelling to

MoXovyov, and especially close to its variant MoAdéyov, the two forms of the name we find in the 
Notitiae Episcopatuum. We note another variant that is encountered among the letters of 
Theophylaktos of Ohrid (Ep.

simply a mixture of two variant spellings.

(unidentified) saints. The reverse bears an inscription of seven lines followed by a decoration:

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GLOSSARY 


Blank: Lead roundel with a channel; receives the imprint of the boulloterion’s dies. 


Boulloterion (plural: boulloteria): The pliers-shaped instrument with which the Byzantines 
struck the lead blank disks in order to imprint the seal. 


Channel: A hollow channel that went through the blank lead disks; a cord was threaded through it 
before the blank was struck with the boulloterion. 


Medallion: A round or oval frame containing the picture of Christ, represented on the breast of 
some types of Virgin. 


Office: Term used here to indicate an actual administrative position. 


Sigla: The usual abbreviated form of names of a holy person such as Christ (IC-XC) 
or the Virgin (MP-9V). 


Title: Term used here to indicate a lifelong honorific title, which the Byzantines called 
acia 610 BpaBetov. 
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
